Alt. 133 of the bogus Louisiana Coii- 
Btitiition provides that “the General As- 
sembly shall establish at least one free 
public school in every pariah thronghoiU 
the State, ami shall provide for its siippoi l 
by taxation and otherwise. All chililieii 
of this State between the ages of six ami 
twenty-one ^ufaffhe admitted to the public 
schools or other institutions of Icarniti' 
sustained orcstahliahcd by the Slate in 
common, without distincUon of race, color 
or previous condition. There shall be no 
separate schools or institutions ol loaiiiiiig 
established exclusively /or any race by tin; 
State of Louisiana.” 

Sec. C, Art. 9, bogus Constitution ol 
South Carolina provides, “It shall be lid- 
duly of the General Assembly to jirovide 
for the compulsory attendance, at citliei 
jirivntc or public schools, of all children 
between the ages of six and sixteen years, 
not physically or mentally disabled, fora 
term equivalent to 24 moutlis at least.” 
The Constitutions so-called of the olhei 
five States contain kindred provisions, all 
betraying a common father — the Radicals 
of Congress. 'I'he object of ihe.se provis- 
ions we have quoted is to enforce upon the 
Soiithein States the oilions doctiiiie ol 
social equality. They are designoil to give 
the general assemblies of tlie States the 
power to compel while parents to send 
their children 10 schools in common with 
negro children, if unable to educate them 
otherwise.

If the princi- 
ple of the five-twenties were intaudod to 
be paid in coin that would haVo been 
mentioheJ in the act, just as the obligation 
to pay coin interest is inentioncd> and just 
as the law e.\pressly stipulates to pay the 
ten-forty bonds in coin. This difTorcnce 
of language — this omission to say that the 
five-twenties should be paid in coin — 
shows the intention was to pay in legal 
tenders if the government chose to do so. 
The first act authorizing an issue of l"gal 
lenders was tile same as lliat autliorizing 
tho first five luindred millions of five twen- 
ty bonds. It is the act of February 2.0, 
1862. The first Bcction authorized the 
issue of the legal tenders and the second 
sections of the five-twenlies. It is one 
act. And what does it say? That “such 
notes (legal tenders) shall be receivable in 
payment of all ta.ves, internal duties, ex- 
cises, debts and demands o.*" every kind 
due to the Ilnited States, except duties on 
imports, and of all claims and demands 
against the United States of every kind 
whatsoever, except for interest on bonds 
and notes, which shall he paid in coin, ami 
shall also be lawful money and a legal 
lender in payment of all debts, public and 
private, within the United States, except 
duties on imports and interest as aforesaid.’ 
Is it not evident, tlierefore, that the fram- 
ers of this law when they said those notes 
should be received in payment of all debts

the proposition.
